DIGESTS OF CURRENT NYC THEATRE REVIEWS 


The Pretender- Cherry Lane 5/24- 5con- Times, 
Herald Tribune, Post, Journal American, World Telegram & 
Sun- filed on new play by Lionel Abel presented by Frank 
Perry, staged by Herbert Machiz with an all Negro cast 
including James Earl Jones, Calvin Lockhart,Roscoe Lee 
Browne. All praised efforts of cast and tasteful sets by 
Robert Soule , blaming script. Atkinson, Times, confessed 
he was not certain of the author's intentions, the play was 
consistently interesting, but the characters unbelievable . 
Kerr, Herald Tribune, marked script a bafflement making 
preposterous points making him wonder if author meant it 
as a mordant comedy. The direction was insecure while the 
acting was first-rate, Herald Tribune aisle-sitter concluded, 
Watts, Post, thought play described a potentially interesting 
character whodeserves a better play as this one gets lost in 
cluttered narrative and excessive dialogue, McClain, Jour- 
nal American, panned it as a stumbling lesson in logic, a gen- 
erally faltering and unfulfilled evening. Aston, WTS, found 
things pretty dull and unfocused despite earnest direction , 
sensible sets and more than satisfactory acting. He did sug- 
gest author stick to his typewriter for he has thoughts worth 
saying. 


The Ignorants Abroad-Theatre East 5/23. 5 con-Times, 
Herald Tribune, Post, Journal American, World Telegram & 
Sun- filed on new play by William Guthrie presented by Rob- 
ert Cavallo, staged by Matt Cimber with Alice Pearce, Phillipa 
Bevans, June Harding. All but Aston, WTS, applauded comic 
performances and some of the funny lines, though they couldn't 
admire author's playwriting ability. Atkinson, Times, noted 
that plot doesn't equal quality of dialogue or the stylized well 
played roles, it is a commonplace farce with some brilliant 
dialogue. Crist, Herald Tribune, labeled it the sort of play 
many a bright boy comes up on campus with in course of his 
sowing his Wilde oats. Watts, Post, enjoyed portions of the 
cheerful little cartoon whose author's best gifts are for throw- 
ing an occasional line of freshly lunatic dialogue, but feared the 
humor was too intermittent to be properly satisfying. McClain, 
Journal American, agreed author was capable of writing some 
very funny lines and predicted that he will be heard from again, 
Pearce andBevans head an excellent cast but the play is pretty 
thin stuff, he concluded, Aston, WTS, panned play and players, 
the author is so painfully bright not one of his innumerable 
cracks is worth hearing, and the acting is uniformly inexcusable, 


The Riddle of Sheba- Yonkers, NY 5/22. Morgenstern, 
Herald Tribune, praised new musical fable with book and 
lyrics by Morton Wishengrad, music by Mildred Kayden, dir- 
ected and choreographed by Lucas Hoving presented for two 
performances at dedication of Temple Emanu-El, Yonkers, 
NY.

EQUITY- LEAGUE CONTRACT DISCUSSIONS 


MON 5/23: NYC Mayor Wagner called Actors Equity 
and League of NY Theatres to meet with him at City Hall , 
Agreement was made to met daily with NYC Labor Commis- 
sioner Harold Felix, and to cut size of bargaining groups 
from twenty to five on each side, At midnight union meet- 
ing originally called for at Hotel Edison an overflow crowd 
of from 1500 to 3000 (depending on which paper you read ) 
marched and danced to larger Hotel Astor ballroom, Mem- 
bers agreed to Equity plan to strike one production at a 
time at short notice by calling members of the individual 
cast to special meetings. 


TUES 5/24: League answered Equity plan with joint 
statement of producers that a strike against one show would 
be considered a strike against all,and would result in the 
closing of all 24 Broadway productions by the producers , 
League also issued figures showing that $6 million was 
lost by investors this year in Broadway productions, Equity 
issued a chart showing that while management took in more 
than $6 million more in 1959 than in 1958 salaries have not 
risen at all, 


WED 5/25: League filed charges of unfair-labor prac- 
tices by Equity with NY office of National Labor Relations 
Board charging that the union's insistence upon certain con- 
tract provisions would give it unilateral rights to determine 
the conditions of employment for actors and to itself decide 
all disputes arising under the agreement, Equity declared 
that joint closing of all theatres would result in a charged 
filed by them against producers as a trust. 


THUR-5/26: Equity-League talks continue on side 
issues . Equity stated it is waiting for a League counter- 
proposal to its pension-welfare-wage hike package. 

FRI-5/27: Equity stated that it will still go ahead with 
its plan to strike one production at a time, starting with one 
of the major musicals, League answered that such an action 
will result the following night in the closing of all productions 
on Broadway.

Drama critics very seldom come in for praise, and it 
is actually a wonder the present labor dispute is not blamed 
on them, Thus it is remarkable that Arthur Penn, director 
of Toys in the Attic, applauded the amazing analysis of his 
play by Kerr, Herald Tribune. after only one viewing. The 
director admitted the Hellman script was a difficult one and 
that it took him a long time to work out his method of stag- 
ing after long conferences with the author.
